1. AS RESULT RECENT EXCHANGE OF CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN 
DEPUTY SECRETARY RUSH AND AFL/CIO PRESIDENT MEANY (COPIES 
BEING POUCHED EMBASSY)FRANK TERUGGI, SR. HAS WRITTEN 
DEPUTY ADMINISTRATOR SCA RECKNAGEL. TERUGGI ASKING FOR 
INFORMATION DEPARTMENT AND EMBASSY MAY HAVE RECEIVED SINCE 
HIS VISIT TO SANTIAGO WHICH WOULD FURTHER CLARIFY CIRCUM- 
STANCES OF HIS SON'S DEATH. HE NOTES SPECIFICALLY THAT 
DURING HIS CALL ON GENERAL BONILLA.LATTER PROMISED "REOPEN" 
INVESTIGATION OF SON'S DEATH. (DEPARTMENT NOTES THAT 
BONILLA CONFIRMED TO AMBASSADOR ON MARCH 4-SANTIAGO 1039- 
THAT HE HAD ORDERED RENEWED INQUIRY.) 

2. IN ORDER TO PREPARE RESPONSE TO TERUGGI EMBASSY 
REQUESTED TO REPORT ON:(l) ANY NEW INFORMATION RECEIVED 
AND (2) AND ANY INDICATION OF ACTIVITY RE BONILLA'S 
PROMISED REINVESTIGATION. IF, AS DEPARTMENT ASSUMES, 

EMBASSY HAS NO NEW INFORMATION ON FOREGOING, APPROPRIATE 
INQUIRY SHOULD BE MADE CONCERNING BONILLA'S ASSURANCE ON 
REINVESTIGATION AND WHAT RESPONSE MINISTRY IS PREPARED TO 
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
